I'ickard, Inc., which had been in llie 
china tlecorating hn>inc>.- for more 
than 45 years, opened a plant in Anti- 
och a few years aKO for experimenta- 
tion in the manufacture of fine china- 
ivare. The company had previously 
imported its china. 

I-cical experiments resulted in a 
l)roduct of excellent tpiality. compar- 
ing favorably with tlie better imported 
"ivares. As conditions in luirope be- 
came incruasinyly unt^ettled, manufac- 
ture in rhe Antioch plant was in- 
creased and it was finally decided to 
move the decorating plant out to 
Antioch as well, to consolidate oper- 
ations. 

With the new addition, a one-story 
'l)uildinf,' 50 x 1H6 feet, oi tile, concrete 
block-s and brick, the plant, located on 
Corona avenue just north of iJeprit 
vStreet, is bejonning to take on an im- 
pressive aspect. 

Hires New Workers 

The pant has hired ten new worker- 
durin^i the past montli, and exjiects to 
increase its present per>(imK'i to 75 
eveninally. Twenty of it- -45 Cliicai:o 
employes have already moved to Anti- 
och. 

H. A. I'ickard. proident of the com- 
pany, will e-ftaljlisli !li^ olTiccs at Anti- 
och within ilie next week or so.

SPRIXGPJLLD, ILL., May 22— 
Retention of the present relief system 
in Illinoi> wa.-. reconnnended to the 
(ieiieral A-sembly today by Represen- 
tative 11. D. Kei-ey and felknv-niem- 
bers ol the Joint Commission on Re- 
lief and Public AsT^istance. 

Representative Kelsey. whose home 
is in Harrington, was secretary of the 
Joint Commission. He represents 
Lake, McHenry and licjone Counties. 

The Commission recommendation 
constitutes a victory for Mr. Kelsey 
and other downstate members, who 
fought vigorously against propc^^als 
that all forms of public assistance be 
con=ohflated under suiiervision of the 
slate Department of Public Welfare. 

Arguing that the township super- 
visors are be?t able to administer re- 
lief, and are most familiar with the 
relief needs of residents of their com- 
munities. Representative Kelsey look 
the lead time and again at the Com- 
mission hearings — in Waukegan, 
liloonuTigton, Marion and Chicago — 
to defend what he termed "the funda- 
mental American principle of home 
rule." 

Legi-lation endiodying the Conunis- 
rion's conclusions have been prepared 
for immediate introduction in the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Kelsey Sponsors Bill 

Representative Kelsey is sponsor of 
one of the bills ((House Hill -168), 
which would permit townships to pro- 
vide medical care and burial to imlig- 
ent iiersons not coming within the def- 
inition of paupers. At present this 
re-pnn-ii)ilily rests upon the counties; 
ami. bccau.a- of the constitutional limit 
of 75 cents which they may levy for 
;ill purposes, has caused a tremendous 
financial burden, forcing some counties 
to go into debt to meet the costs. 

.■\ minority report, urging the con- 
solidation program will be submitted 
tomorrow by the Commission vice- 
chairman, Representative Robert M. 
Woodward, (Hep.) of Chicago. 

Members agreed to change the name 
of the Illinois Mmergency Releii 
Commission to the "Illinois State Aid 
Commission," or some other suitable 
name. Other recommendations were: 

I. — That efforts to promote re-em- 
ploynient he intensified. 

2. — That town funds be e.'ccluded 
from the ten per cent limitation in 
administrative costs, 

.i. — Tliat the three-year residence re- 
(juireincnt for persons from without 
the suite be retained: but that the re- 
quirement within a town>hip or county 
he reduced to six moaths. 

4. — That the various pid)lic aid ag- 
encies exchange information more 
sy>temalicaUy so as to minimize dup- 
lication of assistance to recipients. 

5. That the stamp plan for distril)- 
ution of surplus commodities be u-ed 
more widely. 

6. — That public assistance recipients 
be permitted to maintain insurance up 
to 5=5U() without it being considered an 
avai!:il>!e a-^set. 

7. — That townships be permitted to 
firovide medical care and burial for in- 
digent persons not coming within the

Xearly an hour's work on the part of 
the Antioch fire department and Pub- 
lic service crew under the personal 
leadership of George Joedicke, district 
manager, was re(jnired to free Uic 
truck so it could be .hacked out of the 
tangle, and to clear away the fallen 
tree. 

Picked up by Brinkman 

The men on Channel lake were 
sighted clinging to their caiisized boat 
by Fhner H. lirinkman, who was scan- 
ning the lake with field gla-ses as the 
storm cleared. 

I'tiiting in a call for the .Antioch 
reMcne squad, he immetliatel y started 
unt iiiniself in a lM>at :iiul succeeded in 
picking uj) both men. 

.Al IK-lioii ol Channt.'l Lake 
U luffs and .Arthur Jensen were the 
men resL-ned. 'niey tried to reach 
-hore when they ^aw the storm com- 
ing, but '-were unable to make it in 
time. ' 

When . Rrinkman sighted tliem, and 
ha-tened to their aiil, the lake was .>till 
larlied hy the storm. Mis courage and 
ifTiciency in picking thejii n|) and get- 
ting them to shore were highly praised 
by the rescue sfpiad. 

-A- r.rinkman lira red shore. Melton 
crl!a]i-ed. The resitie sipiad, which 'had 
already arrived and ha<l hoi water bot- 
tlfs and blankets ready, worked over 
him for an hour and a half before he 
was restored to Cfmsciousness. The 
other man. although blue with cold, 
was in fair condition. 1 )r, A. P. 
I'rairude was caUed to attend the men, 

Throughout the day, rrtnvs of volun- 
teer workers, village ntTiciaU and em- 
ployes and 4ioiisehcdders worked to 
clear away fallen trees, brandies and 
litter fr<'m streets ami yards. 

Several large Ihnbs were blown 
from trees at the village park. 'Lwo 
windows were Ijlown out nn the porch 
at the rear of the H. H. Gaston home, 
and minor damage -was done at a num- 
ber i-if titlicr homes in the village. 

The damaije from the storm extend- 
ed^ over a wide area, according to re- 
ports from persons who drove in 
from oilier comnumities, including 
Waukegan and Grayslake.

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Medical Science Finds New Worlds 

Science, it its endless search for weapons with 
which to fight disease, is forever discoverini; new worlds. 
Such an aciiievement was recently described before the 
American Chemical Society by two doctors connected 
with i;reat private research laboratories. 

liver since scieniists discovered that the liuman 
body can build up ininuinic)' ai;ainsc disease, they have 
been work in i; to find precisely how the process works. 
The new discovery involves a furliier use of the electron 
microscope which employs electrons in place of visible 
light and i;ives a hundred times more detail than tlie 
best optical instrument. With this instrument, the doc- 
tors were not only able to see the Iarj;e molecules in the 
body, but could even watch reactions between molecules 
of various tyjws. It is tliese reactions which produce im- 
munity to disease. 

As ;i basis for their studies, the doctors prixluced 
in rabbits an artificial immunity to tobacco mosaic 
virus. They then suceeded in photoj;raphinj; the virus 
which iiad been .u tacked by antibodies (the diwase fii;ht- 
int; ori;anismi in the blood) from the rabbits' blood 
Mream. So clear were these pimtoi^raphs that the actual 
manner and extent of the attack could be determined. 

So science takes anotlier step forward — a step 
fraught with possibilities ftir improved health and great- 
er freedom from di<ease. Mere In America private med- 
icine is It'aJinii th.' world tn the lii;iu ai;ain--t the i;reat- 
cst of killers — bacteria.

The excesses of labor are ahenatin;^ some of its 
oldest and best Iriends.

IJut labor itself cannot expect its 
representatives, either in coni;ress or out of it, to sustain 
any action rh.u requires a nun who. is out of work to pay 
a !ee ^t -'■''', -iOO, 5H0. and in some instances >2Su, 



for membership in a local union, in order to get a job." 
Unless labor mends its ways, he added, "I am satisfied 
that Congress is going to be called upon to take action 
in regard to it." 

Army construction officials at rorc Meade, Mary- 
land, estimate that under closed shop agreements, two 
unions took S-100,0U0 or more as "initiation fees" and 
dues out of w.iges paid to workers. In many of the prin- 
cipal crafts, no man is permitted to work unless he "kicks 
through" with a sum of money far beyond the ability 
to pay of the average worker. If he doesn't pay, he can 
starve or go on relief for all the union cares.. 

It is this sort of thing that is breeding widespread 

enmity for labor — and threatening to destroy all the 

legitimate i;ains labor has made over many years.

Tor significant progress 
has lately been made toward that long-desired goal — a 
system of food labeling that would tell the consumer, in 
clear terms, precisely what the can contains. 

This step forward is the achievement of two 
groups — the organized consumers and the organized re- 
callers. Both have been working together for a long time 
in solving the many technical problems that informative 
labeling presents. When the National Association of Tood 
Chains, representative organi/aiion of all this country's 
Important grocery systems, joined the membership roster 
of the National Consumer-Keialler Council, the labeling 
movi:ment received tremendous stimulus. 

.At the present time, a number of important food 
chains have agreed to use the new informative labels for 
fruits and vegetables. Other chains will join the move- 
ment MX)n. .And it Is expected that packers will co-oper- 
ate. 

The labels are models of simplicity and clarity. 
Cjraile A signiiies contents of the highest quality, repre- 
senting bur a small part o( the total pack, selected at the 
peak of tiavor. Grade li signiiies choice (|ualil\', excellent 
in appearance and with fine flavor, And but slightly in- 
feritir tti Grade A. lor ilie thrifty. Grade C is olVered — 
standard [products, o\ good but not laticy ijuallty, and 
suitable for all general purposes where the finest appear- 
ance and flavor is not required. The grade C label ex- 
plains that s.mitary and packing regulailuns are the same 
ioi all j^r.ides, .ind all have practically the s.mie whole- 
sumeness .ind nutritive value.

BROADENING CHRISTIAN 
HORIZONS: PETER'S VISION 

LESSON TEXT-Acts 11:5.18. 

GOLDEN TEXT-Thcn Pelcr opened his 
mouth, nml safd. Of n truth I perceive that 
Cod Is no respecter of persons.— Acts 10:34. 



"The best argument for Christian- 
ity is a Christian" (Henry Drum- 
mond). Peter presented just such 
an argument when, early in the his- 
tory of Christianity, there arose a 
diirorcnce of opinion regarding his 
ministry to a Gentile and his family. 
The stumbling stone of oITense be- 
came a stopping stone to higher 
things, leading to the place of broad- 
er horizons. Peter, instead of ap- 
pealing to his apostolic authority or 
asserting his position, simply relat- 
ed what God had done. He present- 
ed the best proof that God had actu- 
ally been at work; namely, a re- 
deemed soul. 

We may Icarn from this lesson 
that the way to broadened horizons 
and greater usefulness for the 
church is by 

I. A Vision of Gnd's Plan (vv. 

5-10). 

All men are equally precious in 
God's sight. God taught Peter very 
efrcclively that, whether Gentile or 
Jew, the Lord is "not willing that 
any should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance" (II Pot. 3:0). 

When God speaks wo do well to 
give hoed to His message, even 
though it cuts across our ideas and 
prejudices, as it often does. It is 
not our plan that is important; it is 
God's plan and purpose. As we 
walk in that way we sliall have 

II. An Experience of God's Power 
(vv. 11-15). 

The Holy Spirit bad fallen on the 
Gentiles and they actually had been 
saved. Is it not singular that in the 
early church they could hardly be- 
lieve that a Gentile could be saved? 
Now we are astonished if a Jew is 
saved! Why will we in our unbelief 
limit the Holy One of Israel? 

The all-powerful gospel of the 
grace of God is siill saving men and 
women, Jews and Gentiles, from 
their sins. Have you seen it hap- 
pen? It is a groat inspiration to 
faith and service. God is ready so 
to encourage us— He is the same to- 
day as He was when He sent Peter 
to Cornelius. Are we willing to run 
His errands, proclaim His message? 
To do so we need 

III. An Appreciation of Gud*s 
Word (v. 16). 

The best way to learn the moan- 
ing of God's Word is to use it, live it, 
obey it. "If any man will do his 
will, he shall know of the doctrine, 
whether it be of God" (John 7:17). 
Peter had learned anew that God's 
Word meant just what it said. We 
who are God's servants should bo* 
lieve His Word and act on it in faith. 

Observe that Cornelius had gath- 
ered a group in his household to hoar 
the Word of God (Acts 10:27, 33). 
Could we not do the sam«? "Can- 
not each calculate with exactness 
some time and place where the gos- 
pel is to be preached, and is it not 
possible to bring thither one's rela- 
tives and friends? Secondly, when 
present in a place of worship, can- 
not each be prepared to say, 'Wc are 
all hero present'— all, family and 
friends, mind as well as body; 'in 
the sight of God'— not to be seen by 
others, not conscious so much of 
others as of the presence of God; *to 
hear all things'— not to bo amused 
or to sleep; 'that have been com- 
manded thee of the Lord'— not to 
listen to human conjecture or the ex- 
ploiting of doubts, but to receive a 
positive message which is delivered 
in a reverent spirit and with the 
prophetic formula: 'Thus saith the 
Lord.' What would happen were all 
Christian churches Tdlcd with such 
audiences?" (Charles R. Erdman). 

This brings us to what is most im- 
portant of all in broadening our 
spiritual horizons. 

IV. An Understanding of God's 
Love (vv. 17, 18). 

God's love is for all people. Since 
He has not raised any barriers of 
race, creed, color, class, or social 
position, it is not for His followers, 
and assuredly not for His servants, 
to set up hindering restrictions 
which He does not countenance. 
God intended to save Gentiles, Pete 
wanted to be an instrument in Hi 
hand, not a hindrance in His way. 
One of the needs of our day is that 
those doing God's work should not 
withstand Him and His love. He 
who is the same yesterday, today, 
and forever, is ready to work as 
powerfully today as He did in the 
days of Peter and Paul, or of Finney 
and Moody. Lot us give Him liberty 
to work in and through us, not as we 
may wisli, but as He desires. Who 
arc we that we should withstand 
God?

U. of I. Fees 
Increased to 

140 Semester 



To share the cost of strengthened 
educational programs and increased 
facilities, and because of a steady 
shil:t in enrollment towards the sci- 
entific and professional branches, 
sttidont fees in the University of 
Illinois have been increased by the 
board of trustees. 

The changes become effective with 
the 1041 Summer session, when Illi- 
nois residents will pay $25 and out- 
of-state students $50. Teachers 
scholarships for the summer session 
have been discontinued. 

For the two winter semesters, Illi- 
nois residents attending the colleges 
and schools at Urbana-Champaign 
will pay $40 a semester except in 
the College of Law, where the fee 
is $55. Students from outside the 
state will pay $80 a semester, ex- 
cept in the College of Law, where 
they v/ill pay $110, and the Gradu- 
ate school, whore the fee will be $70. 

The increase is $5 a semester for 
students residing in Illinois at the 
summer session and each winter se- 
mester. For out-of-state residents 
the increase is S20 for the summer, 
$35 per semester in Law, 37.50 per 
semester in the Graduate school, and 
S17.50 more per semester in oilier 
units at Urbana-Champaign. 

At the University of Illinois Col- 
leges of Medicine, Dentistry, and 
Pharmacy in Chicago, fees for Illi- 
nois residents were already higher 
than at Urbana-Champaign" and re- 
main at SlOO a year in Pharmacy 
and $150 a year in Dentistry and 
Medicine. The Graduate school fee 
was raised to S*IO a semester in ac- 
cordance with the raise in the Grad- 
uate school at Urbana-Champaign. 

Lil:owise the Graduate fee for non- 
residents at Chicago was increosed 
to $70 per semester. The non-resi- 
dent fee in otlier units at Chicago 
was increased last year to S200 a 
year in Pharmacy and S300 a year 
in Medicine and Dentistry.

Vitamin Is Injected 
By U, of I. Doetors 

New possibilities in liio use of vita- 
min K to prevent fatal blooding have 
been opened by research in the Uni- 
versity of Illinois College of Medi- 
cine and the Cook County hospital. 
Doctors there have proved the pos- 
sibility of injecting a water-soluble 
compound with vitamin K activity 
directly into the blood stream of pa- 
tients. 

This vitamin is necessary for the 
clotting of bluod to stop bleeding. 
Lack of sufTicient clotting ability in 
the blood often leads to fata! hem- 
orrhages. Giving of the vitamin re- 
generates this ability. The now tech- 
nique is of special value in treat- 
ment of newborn infants who are 
suffering from hemorrhages. 

Until now, administration of vita- 
min K always has been by mouth. 
This sometimes isimpossiblebecatisc 
of nausea and vomiting, or ineffec- 
tive because the vitamin is not prop- 
erly absorbed through the intestine. 

Injection of the vitamin directly 
into the blood stream brings a quick 
response, the doctors found. Also, 
the injection eliminates the need for 
use of bile salts, which must be 
given along with the vitamin when 
it is taken by mouth. 



Electric Gun Shoots 
Atoms in U. of I. Lab. 



An electric gun shooting a thou- 
sand million million atomic bullets 
a second is being used by University 
of Illinois scientists to Icarn how 
the nucleus or core of atoms is put 
together. The technical name for 
the gun is linear accelerator. 

Deuterons, the atomic bullets, 
come from it at a speed of 3,000 
miles a second. They are used to 
bombard heavy water, whose at- 
oms are smashed by the bullets. 
This releases the atom's internal en- 
orgy, causing particles of the nu- 
cleus to fly off. 

Every one hundred million bullets 
releases 27 particles. Eight grams 
of radium, worth $100,000, would be 
needed to produce a similar num- 
ber of particles. 

Accurate knowledge of the speed 
of neutrons will help reveal secrets 
of the atom's core. From it the 
scientists can learn about the ar-" 
rangemcnt of the atom, and about 
the tremendous energy stored in it. 



Courts Should Find Cause 
Of Bad Motoring Habits 

If traflic courts are really to curb 
motoring offenses, they must gel at 
the reason for them instead of sim- 
ply slapping down fines. In the opin- 
ion of Prof. George T. Stafford, in 
charge of safety education training 
at the University of Illinois. 

"The show-olT and the bully the 
driver with an inferiority complex 
and the man unable -to handle his 
temper all arc accident causers 
when they get behind the wheel of 
an automobile. Penalties don't cure 
them. The cause of their behavior 
must be found and corrected," said 
Mr. Stafford. He suggests eventual 
application to IrafTlc courts of the 
same criminology of understanding 
which led to establishment of juve- 
nile "ourts.

Home Healing Study 1 
Expanded at U. of T. 

Because of pioneering research 
started nearly 25 years ago at thej 
University of Illinois, thousands oil 
American homes are heated more 
efTiciently and economically today.; 
Homes of the future will be even' 
more comfortable because the re- 
search not only is continuing, but 
is being expanded. 

It is no arm-chair theorizing. Nor 
is it done with models. Healing 
plants in homes are studied in win- 
ter operation. Equipment is stud- 
ied in the laboratory under con- 
trolled conditions. Sumincr research 
is preparing the way for expansion 
of winter heating into year-around 
nome air conditioning by the addi- 
tion of summer cooling. 

Study of warm-air heating has 
gone on every winter since 1324 in 
a typical 10-room frame house, the 
university-operated Research Resi- 
dence, erected at the campus by the 
National Warm Air Heating and Air 
Conditioning association. 

The study cf steam and hot-water 
heating of small homes was given 
impetus during the winter when a 
typical six-room brick veneer mod- 
ern siTiall home was built at the 
university by the Institute of Boiler 
and Radiator Manufacturers. 



26 Business Researches 
At U.of!. Listed by U.S. 

Tv.'enty-six business research proj- 
ects recently completed or now un- 
der way at the University of Illinois 
College of Commerce are listed in 
the first U. S. Department of Com- 
merce survey of such university ac- 
tivities Oiroughout the nation. 

The university's business research 
projects are listed in 15 of the 28 
fields into which the survey is di- 
vided. The number of fields is ex- 
ceeded only by the University of Cal- 
ifornia, and equalled only by the 
University of Pennsylvania and 
Duke university. 

Of the 2G Univeisily of Illinois 
projects, 22 were scheduled to be 
coinpleled by the end of 1940. Fif- 
teen of the projects are those of 
faculty members, and 11 those of 
graduate students.

Hiutuin Variety 

The Rudolf Hes.s incident was the 
dropping of a bombshell into the 
moors of Scotland which went up 
U'ith a louder explo.sion than any of 
the tons of TNT that Hitler's aviators 
had yet sent across the channel. 

Imaginations ran riot — the house 
of commons was in a dither — more 
than 20 basic theories were ad- 
vanced to explain why Hess fled 
Germany in nn airplane and 
dropped to eartli in a parachute, 
and with the inlerweaTint; and vari- 
ations of these, one had several 
thousand stories to choose from. 

To list tile Britisli theories and 
those of neutrals would be futile be- 
cause ihey Wfie not only lin^Jled by 
the imaginations of Ihelr creator?. 
To list tlie Gorman explanations 
also would be fulile bee:iuse Ihey 
obviously were ihe propat;and:c out- 
bursts of a governnifiU wiitise nose 
was temporarily out of joint.

PRIORITIES: 
And 0PM 

A now difliculty in the U, S. han- 
dling of defense work loomed when 
William S. Knudsen, motor oflicial 
and head of 0PM, seemed to lake 
as a personal issue the question of 
taking priorities out of his hands 
and giving them to a special organi- 
zation answerable only to the army 
and navy ciiiefs.

Opi'iis ill Fall 

A new Irmg-iime program of men's 
housing at the University of Illinois 
campus in Urbana-Champaign will 
be carried a step further liiis fall 
when the university's new STOO.OUO 
Men's Residence hall units are 
opened. 

They are being built without cost 
to tlic stale through a private loan 
which v.-ill 1)0 repaid from income of 
the buildings. Charges for room and 
board for the .September • June 
school terms will be S-l^a for single 
rooms and j:i7G per person in dou- 
ble rooms. 

"Tiie.se rates are sliglitly higher 
than average rooming liuuses, but 
lower tiian average fraternity 
costs," according to S. Earl Thomp- 
■M)U, acting director of student hous- 
;ut^. 

"Contracts v.-ill be for the aca- 
demic year only, with preference 
given to Illinttis residents and to new 
studi'uts," lie said. "The student 
v.dll be olf'^red modern housing fa- 
cilitio.s and equipment, and meals 
in liie building prepared under tlie 
directie-n of a trained dietician." 

The University has had women's 
residr-nce halls since 11*17. They set 
a high standard in (juality nccom- 
rnodalifins for co-ed linusing at the 
campus. The Men's Ilr-sidence lialls 
are expected to do the same for 
men. 

Their opening this fall will clima.x 
a five-year campaign by the univer- 
sity and student groups to provide 
better men's housing. At present,

Research and Educational Units 

In Gliicago Go lo Medical 

Colleges July 1, 



Duplication of some activities will 
be ended with a resulting saving in 
expense and increase in elTiciency of 
operation at the Illinois Research 
and Educational hospitals in Chicago 
after July 1, when il is planned lo 
transfer them to the University of 
Illinois from the stale Department 
of Public Welfare. The property is 
valued at some $3,000,000. 

The hospitals have been operated 
co-operatively since they were start- 
ed in 1919, with the department pro- 
viding and maintaining the buildings, 
and furnishing personnel, including 
nurses, and the university furnish- 
ing the professional staff. While 
this has been an outstanding exam- 
ple of co-operation between state 
agencies, certain duplications exist- 
ed, which the change to one jurisdic- 
tion will eliminate. 

The hospitals are located al Chi- 
cago's groat West Side Medical Cen- 
ter, adjacent to the University of 
Illinois Collages of Medicine, Den- 
tistry, and Pharmacy buildings. The 
structures . already are inter- 
connected. 

Two units of the group, the Insti- 
tute of Juvenile Research and the 
Nouropsychiatric institute, will not 
be included in the transfer, since 
they are very close to the welfare 
department's other activities. These 
buildings wdl, however, also be 
heated and maintained by the uni- 
versity. 

Under the change, the Research 
and Educational hospitals will con- 
tinue to provide medical service for 
indigent patients and wards of the 
stale, and at the same time will 
play a prominent port in medical 
research. The welfare department 
will continue to send patients to the 
hospitals. 

Further development of the units 
will be by the University of Illinois. 
The Educational and Research hos- 
pitals to bo transferred to the uni- 
versity include, in addition to the 
general hospital, the University 
Clinical institute, the Illinois Surgi- 
cal Institute for Children, and the 
Division of Handicapped Children. 



U. of I. Doctors' 
Antiserum Aids 
Fight on Cancer 

Another step in science's slow, 
long struggle against cancer was re- 
ported recently al tlie University of 
Illinois College of Medicine. Dr. Wil- 
liam H. Welker and Dr. Lawrence 
H. Mann have produced an anti- 
serum which may load to a big step 
in attacking the disease. 

Their antiserum reacts positively 
with blood serum from persons with 
cancer of the same organ as that 
from which the antiserum was de- 
veloped. It rejects most blood serum 
of persons having cancer of other or- 
gans. It docs not react at all with 
blood serum from healtliy people or 
those with illness other than cancer. 

This may be of value in assisting 
or confirming cancer diagnosis. 
Through increased knowledge, it 
may aid treatrhent. It is evidence 
that cancer organisms are in the 
blood of amicled persons. 

At present it is but ^ small step 
in the fight against this disease. It 
is not a cure, or even- yet a treat- 
ment. Many more tests must be 
made and possibilities explored. But 
it may lead lo a now attack on the 
disease. 



U. of Illinois Device 
Can 'Weifjh' Atoms 



New standards in scientific meas- 
urement of atoms, "the building 
blocks of the universe," are being 
set by a machine in the University 
of Illinois physics laboratory. It is 
a mass-spectrograph, which in ef- 
fect "weighs" atoms. 

Illinois' machine is the largest and 
most powerful of its kind. Only 
five devices for this work are op- 
erating in the world. That at Illi- 
nois is six times as powerful as any 
o*,her. Possibilities and accuracy 
are in proportion to the power. 

Dr. E. B. Jordan, quiet-spoken II- 
lini physicist, designed and built the 
machine. Problems he already fore- 
sees for investigation with it will 
lake more than a lifetime to study. 

In addition to weighing atoms, 
the mass-spectrograph can be used 
to reveal the amount of energy pos- 
sible of release by atom smashing. 
It also can provide data from which 
the geologic age of rocks can be 
determined.
